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FLUCTUATING 
FINANCE. 


Tax great difference between 
governmental methods in the East 
and West is shown by the fact that, 
within a montb, it becomes necessary 
to consider Japan’s financial policy, 
as enunciated by the Marquis 
Katsara, Premier and Minister for 
Finance, from two entirely different 
points of view. After a long 
period of silence the Premier on 
October 23 made a lengthy state- 
ment in regard to the country’s 
finanees and gave an exposition of 
the Government's policy in that 
connexion, to a gathering of bankers 
in ‘Tokio. The statement was 
buoyantly optimistic and Marquis 
Katsura’s andience was given the 
impression that not only was the 
country living well within its 
means, but that it was reducing the 
National Debt by the appreciable 
sam of about £5,000,000 annually 
and still had a surplus to meot an 
unforeseen outlay caused by in- 
creased ‘naval expenditure, which 
was necessitated by activity in this 
direction displayed elsewhere. 
Premier also assured the Tokio 
bankers that the annexation of 
Korea. would not involve an incubus 
upon the general revenue. The 
two points that he particularly 
emphasized were, first, that the 
Government was determined, as in 
the immediate past, to preserve the 
equi m between revenue and 
expenditure and second that the 
national indebtednes# would on no 
account be increased.

AND JAPAN.

Tar fact that a deputation 


representative of all the Chambers 
of Commerce in the United King- 
dom bas protested to the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs against 
the new Japanese Tariff, that will 
come into operation in July next, 
shows the depth of the resentment: 
aroused by the rather cavalier treat- 
ment that British interests received 
in that connexion. Broadly speak- 
ing it may be said that the British 
people are not prone to over- 
suspicion, and they cannot be ac- 
cused of national over-sensitiveness. 
‘Tolerance characterizes their general 
outlook, and even in matters of 
national honour they are but slowly 
moved to resentment. To show 
that this assertion is not made 
without justification, it is conclusive 
to take a swift survey of the 
incidents occurring siace the 
extension of the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance, that have afforded Japan 
an opportunity of showing the sin- 
cority of her good feeling towardsher 
Ally. When the change of gauge: 
on the South Manchuria Railway 
was being carried out, it became ne- 
cessary for the Company to borrow 
about four million berling for the 
purchase of material, and for other 
expenditure in connexion with the 
line. The position will be the better 
understood when it is remembe 
ed that the Japanese Govern: 
ment holds the largest interest 
in the Company. An endeavour 
was ‘made to arrange the loan in 
the United States, but the effort 
failed and the loan was taken to 
London, where it was sncoessfully 
floated.’

In one 
instance, it will be remembered, the 
statement was made that the new 
daties were in but few cases higher 
than in the existing tariff. This 
assertion was s0 contrary to fact 
that it has since heen explained 
away, but the false impression given 
undoubtedly prevented the timel 
taking of steps to defend British 
interests. On the other hand there 
would not seem to be any excuse 
for the British Government’s being 
kept in ignorance, if such were the 
case, regarding the. real effect of 
the new tariff on British trade. No 
illusions on the subject were 
eatertained by the foreign mercantile 
community in Japan, while the 
independent ‘newspapers published 
in English in the open ports 
instantly and vigorously protested. 
Many, even, of the Japanese papers 
pointed out that the enormous 
crease in the duties would be disas- 
trous, though (we speak subject to 
correction on this point,) the fact 
that Great Britain’ was to be the 
principal sufferer was overlooked, 
until the mutterings of discontent 
in England began to gain in volume. 
‘The deputation to Sir Edward Grey 
pointed out that the now duties 
would certainly curtail and porhay 
destroy certain branches of the 
British textile trade. Some of the 
rs wont 80 far as to question 
jendliness of our Ally, who 
had raised the tariff in a manner 
that inflicted more injury upon the 
trade of Great Britain than on that 
of any other country.

Rucentiy we had occasion to call 
attention to the wonderful activity 
of the revolution bacillus in the 
opening decade of the twentieth 
century. In Central and. South 
America it has long been endemic, 
and its ravages, therefore, in these 
portions of the New World do not 
necessarily point the same moral 
nor indeed call for the same atten- 
tion as similar experiences in the Old 
World. The history of the various 
countries grouped on the American 
continent south of the United States 
has been so punctuated with a 
seemingly never-ending series of 
revolutions and counter-revolutions, 
that the busy modern world is 
gradually scyuiring the frame of 
find thst will ask to be spared 
all details until a governmont bas 
been in power for a year. A re- 
volution in Ni ushered in 
the present year, and almost before 
it reached a successful termination 
(in August) similar movements have 
to be reported in Honduras and

Apart from 
his dabions political methods, he 
8 proved a benevolent despot in 
the matter of en ightened legisla- 
tion and has been at pains to 
develop the natural resources of the 
country. “Law and order have 
been evelved, with an iron hand it 
true, out of chaos, and the con- 
fidence thus engendered has 
attracted a considerable amount of 
foreign capital. On the occasion 
‘of the celebrations this year in 
honour of the centennial anniver- 
sary of Mexican independence 
General Diaz was able to announce 
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in the founding of the new National 
University the first attempt to 
organize a co-ordinated system of 
igher education. Unfortunately, 
however, the Diaz régime bas 
hitherto done nothing to improve 
the social conditions of the people. 
The eighth Presidency of this ad- 
mittedly able man finds the nation 
wholly uneducated in the science 
of self-government, for, as we have 
seen, he remains as intolerant of 
an Opposition party to-day as he 
ever was. It is more than pro- 
bable, therefore, that when bis 
supreme control is finally removed, 
Mexico will embark upon a chapter 
in her political history as chequered 
by revolution and counter-revolu- 
tion as that of her smaller neigh- 
hours who have not produced a 
Diaz. 


CHINA THROUGH 
THE CUSTOMS’ EYES, 


November 29. 

















Tae fourth and penultimate 
volume of Port Trade Statistics 
and Reports issued by the 


Imperial Maritime Customs deals 
with the Southern Coast Ports 


from Santoao to Pakhoi, In 
the aggreguto the year 1909 
was favourable to the districts 


covered by this volume, but as in 
the rest of China we have the same 
story told of splendid possibilities 
squandered or altogether ignored. 
A perusal of these Customs Reports 
cannot fail to bring home the 
enormous potentiulities of the 
country, when once a wave of 
national enlizbtenment bas washed 
away the ignorance and apathy 
that now keep China’s masses 
enthralled. If the tea trade i 
doomed, the fault exn only be | 
at the door of the Chinese people 
for no efforts are being spared to 
secure for it favourable markets. 
“It is easy to comprehend,” writes 
the Commissioner at Fooshow. 
“that our staple export, tea, grown 
as it is on old-fasbioned principles 
and extravagantly and wastefully 
prepared, cannot compete in price 
with the scientifically grown and 
economically manufactured leaf of 
India and Ceylon.” But in common 
with others he is at a loss to under- 
stand why the inhabitants are 
content year after year to watch 
diminishing trade returns and make 
no effort to help themselves, «In 
a district like this, where nature 
has been ¢o exceptionally bountiful > 
it would be thought that “some 
new product, some fresh ine 
dustry would come forward to 
take ‘the place of the gradually 
disappearing tea.” From Canton 
comes a note of warning in regard 
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to silk, which, so far, is main- 
taining its position in the world’s 
markets. ‘Exporters state, how- 
ever, that during the last three 
seasons complaints as to the quality 
of Cantons from manufacturers in 
Europe and America have rendered 
business increasingly difficult, and 
that, unless measures are taken to 
remedy the defects, the future of, 
the staple export of Canton is 
seriously threatened.” Another 
feature of Canton’s trade, bristles, 
was also in bad repute. So too 
Amoy looks on, while its tr 
sugar and tea disappears owing to 
the introduction of scientific methods 
of cultivation on the part of rivals ; 
and Foochow watches its camphor 
supply becoming exhausted through 
the omission to renew the stock by 
planting. The port of Kiuogchow 
in Hainan has to record increasing 
difficulti the way of trade, 
because no attempt is made to keep 
open the fairway that connects it 
with the steamer anchorage a few 
miles away. 

Here and there, however, a 
happier note is struck in these 
Customs Reports, and the reader is 
tempted to hope that there is some 
machinery in existence to enable 
the Commissioners’ advice and en- 
couragement to reach those whom 
they can benefit most. Unless we 
are mistaken, the returned emi- 
grant figaresmore prominently than 
in previous records, At Chang- 
chow, writes the Acting Commis- 
sioner at Amoy, the influence of 
these people who have profited by 
their experience abroad prompted 
the purchase of an up-to-date 
dredger out of flood relief funds, 
for the purpose of improving the 
flavial approaches of the city and 
s0 minimizing the dangers occasion- 

loods. A resident of the 
same town, who had been abroad 
for thirty years, had imported plant 
canes in large quantities for dis- 
tribution in the district and was to 
erect a modern sugar-mill plant for 
the manufacture of sugar by the 
most up-to-date methods. The 
Sonning-Yeungkong Railway owes 
its existence to a Chinese who spent 
forty-three years in America, and 
three ‘ourths of the capital of the 
ling is held by Sunning men in 
California. Returned emigrants at 
Kongmoon are probably in no small 
degree responsible for the “ healthy’ 
expansion in all branches of trade ” 
recorded. “A large part of their 
savings is invested in Hongkong, 
but they are gradually employing 
their money in local industries, such 
as rice and oil mills, silk filatares 
eto They have also brought back 
taste for foreign comforts and 
Inxuries ; money being plentiful, 
there is a growing tendency to in- 

















dulge in foreign articles of apparel 
and honschold goods.” In the 
Kongmoon district, moreover, as in 
the hinterland of Swatow the fruit, 
industry is beginning to be estab- 
lished on a firm basis. There is a 
demand among Chinese abroad for 
theirnative fraita, and frait-canning, 
if carried out on sound lines, is held 
to bave a great future before it. 
The agricultural hope of the 
Swatow prefecture, writes the 
Commissioner, would appear to

Chinese city or village, for the 
reason that, owing to long residence 
in foreign’ countries, they have 
acquired foreign habits, likings and 
tastes.” The scheme, we are told, 
“allows for a well laid-out city, 
with broad streets and foreign 
buildings for shops and residences, 
which is to be governed by a 
municipal council ; it also provides 
for schools, charitable institutions, 
police and’ fire stations, theatre, 
public gardens, electric light and 
trams, waterworks, afforestation, 
chamber of commeres, free libraries 
and, in fact, every thing that may 
tend to public good.” Truly an 
ambitious enterprise; and if it 
should be carried through success- 
fully, it is possible that Heangchou 
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may exercise ultimately considerable 
inflaenco on the course of China’s 
regeneration. 








ELECTION PROSPECTS 
IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


November 30. 

Parttamenr has been dissolved, 
and for the second time within 
twelve months the United Kingdom 
inds itself im the throes of a 
General Election. It is an elec- 
tion that the country does not want, 
that no single party wants, but it 
has been rendered inevitable by the 
Lrish Nationalists and the extremists 
of the other parties. Neither the 
Radicals nor the Unionists can feel 
confident of deriving any marked 
party benefit from an appeal to 
the electorate at this juncture. 
The Labour party, as we have 
learned, can only muster about two- 
thirds of its former representation 
at the polls, whi 
with their present majority of two 
the Unionists have little hope, 
er if their more extravagant 
fancies are realized, of being re- 
tarned to power with a majority 
independent of the Nationalist 
vote. As far as tho nation at largo 
is concerned, it cin have little cause 
to welcome another electoral 
traggle, and would, if it were ab’e, 
reject the offer, for the sufficient 
reasons that it gradges the expense, 
while the confusion of political 
issues prevents it from giviog a 
clear expression to its 
Undonbtedly the country wishes 
for a change in the composition 
of the House of Lords and a 
r-adjostment of its relations to 
the Hoase of Commons, but it 
does not wish for Single Chamber 
Government. Similarly in regard 
to Home Rale, it bas probably no 
objection to a measure of decen- 
‘ralization for Ireland. But as 
things are, it is in danger of having 
to accept both Single Chamber 
Government and Home Rale. 
Each electorate will be confronted 
with a multiplicity of issues, and one 
or other of these or none at all may 
tetermine its attitude towards the 
main question or questions to 
which it may have given not the 
least heed. 

Wherever the blame for the 
failure of the Conference attaches, 
or whether it bas to be admitted 
that the compromise which it set 
out to achieve was unattainable, 
there can be no doubt that the 
crisis with which the country is 
now confronted is more suitable for 
adjastment in the council chamber 
then on the hustings. There is 
tendency to overlook the significant 
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change that has come over the 
electorate during the last quarter 
of a century ; but the least reflexion 
on the existing situation at Home 
must bring the conviction that the 
temper of the country is becoming 
more and more estranged from the 
sober consideration of grave 
political issues. The mob violence: 
on the South Wales coalfields 
speaks for itself. Senseless outrages, 


it have hitherto been associated’ 


with peoples more easily roused 
than the Thlegmatic inhabitants of 
Great Britain, indicate the introdac- 
tion of a new feature into political 
argument. Even this, however, is 
only an in 
anarchy that has settled down on 

antry. The excesses of the 
organshire miners may be 
attributed to the Celtic tempera- 
ment, but the rioting had been 
preceded by tho repudiation of an 
agreement signed by their repre- 
sentatives, in face of the a 
and entreaties of the executive 
committee of their union. A 
similar position obtains in the case of 
the boilermakers, who continue to 
repudiate with increasing majorities 
the arrangements made by their 
own representatives. If tho break- 
down of trade unionism entailed a 
corresponding advantage to the 
strength of cither of the other 
political parties not directly 
associated with it, the situation 
might be regarded with com- 
placency. But the scaly inference, 
it is to be feared, which can justi- 
fiably be drawn, is that with the 
accretion of power in the hands of 
the masses, the people are 
encouraged in an attitude of 
that subordinates all higher con- 
siderations, national and party, to 
the short-sighted selfishness of the’ 
indi l. 

Nothing in the attendant circam- 
stances of the General Election, 
however—whether it be the un- 
willingness of the electorate or the 
confusion of issues—diminishes the 
seriousness of the crisis now con- 
fronting the nation. From a tele- 
gram that we publish to-day it will 
‘be seen that the men of Ulster have 
adopted a rough and ready manner 
of reminding the people of Great 
Britain of their own opinion re- 

ding one issue at stake. It is| 
Fificalé to believe that Mr. Asquith 
has not been forced to surrender 
more or less unconditionally to the 
extremists of his party, and that 
step, if the Radicals return to 
power, must mean the practical 
destruction of the Second Chamber. 
More social legislation of an ex- 
pensive nature will be required, 
and there will be less inclination 
to find the necessary funds for an 
adequate reorganization of naval

Taxne is particular significance 
in the lucid statement of Mr. A. J. 
Balfour, leader of the Opposition, 
of the existing conditions of British 
vational defences, with his emphatic 
call to the nation to awake to the 
truth of the naval situation, follow- 
ing as it does so closely the appeals 
by Lord Charles Beresford to the 
Government to adopt s programme 
that will restore the Navy to an 
unassailable footing and ‘keep it! 
above challenge. From the tone of 
Mr. Balfour's speech at Glasgow, it 
‘ident that the Liberal Govern- 
ment’s attitude has caused the 
gravest anxiety. He charged the 
Government with whittling a 
the two-Power standard by making 
qualifications that were hitherto 
unknown, and said that the 
superiority of four Dreadnoughts in 
1913, as foreshadowed by the Prime 
Minister, was wholly inadequate. 
For years it has been the policy of 
the British Government to seek to 
maintain what has been called the 
two-Power standard, which was that 
tho British Navy should be equal to 
the navies of the two next strongest 
Powers, with a ten per cent margin 
over and above these. In 1905 the 
fleet was maintained at this standard,

Formerly the British shipbuilding 
yards could build vessels faster 
than any other Power ; thus they 
could await developments and yet 
float the vessels necessary to main- 
tain the required standard in good 
time. British ships have nearly 
always led tho way, and their 
armament has set a pattern for 
other nations. But these con- 
ditions have changed, and to keep 
pace with the demunds of the 
present situation it is necessary not 
only to be ever watchful but to be 
ever doing. Great Britain has 
world-wide interests to protect that 
no other nation has, and the 
cracial fact of the situation is that 
supremacy must be in super- 
Dreadnoughts and Dreadnoughts ; 
otherwise it ceases to exist. Con- 
tinental nations, with large standing 
armies, are building great navies,

THE CHARING CROSS BANK. 

The sononncement on October 17 
that the sole partner of the concero 
known as the Charing Cross Bank had 
filed bis petition was quite unexpected, 
as only that morning the osual advert 
isements of the bank had appesred in 
the ficancial papers. The “ Economist" 
declares that the proprietor had no right 
to describe his bosiness ss a bank, for 
he was no better than an ordinary 
money-lender. The Charing Cross 
Bank attracted deposits from small 
investors by the promise of liberal in- 
terest, amounting in the case of deposits 
subject to twelve months’ notice of with- 
drawal, to7 percent per annum, and more 
for longer periods. The “ Economist ” 
criticizes very severely a state of affairs 
that allows an obviously bazardous and 
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pecal 
‘on bosiness without any obligation to’ 
pabliah its acoonnte, It points out that 
the proprietor had only to register 
himself as a money-lender and that as 
the bank was entirely under hie control, 
he could embark apon any venture be 
cousidered necevtary to raise safficient 
money ta pay abnormal rates of interest, 
The ‘baring Cross Bank bad been io 
erintence for nearly forty years. A 
preliminary statement issued by the 
Ser 1 Receiver estimates the 
liabilities evtitled to rank for dividend 
at £2,500,000 and the ascets at abont 
£358,000, exclusive of claims, mining 
rights etc, io the Tranevasl and lumber 
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mills, lands, and railway debentares and 
shares in| Canada, described as 
“doubtfal.” Attempts are now being

The Chinese Press has also been

THE JAPANESE 
TARIFF, 


The following from ‘ Japan Times,” 
a eemi-official newspaper published in 
Tokio, is of interest as it bears out to 
some extent the opinion recently ex- 
pressed that into matters of business 
Japan does not import sentiment :— 
Classified according to their commercial 
relations with this country those conn- 
tries with which there is a room for 
tariff conventions are Germany, France, 
Anstri-Hungary, Italy, Switzerland 
ind Canada, their volame of exports to 
‘and imports from this country aggre- 
gating to 59,000,000 and 
‘Y50,000,000 respecti the coun- 
tries, with which, .though there is | 
room for a convention, which, however, 
‘would be adverse to the interests of this 
country, are Great Britaia, Hongkong, 
the Netherlands, Datch Indies, Bel- 
giam, China and Chosen, (Korea), the 
annual exports to and imports from 
which amount to Y169,000,000 and 
¥197,000,000 respectively. Spain, 











Portugal, Sweden, Norway, Mexi 

Peru and Denmark, which annually ex- 
port Y600,000 worth merchandise to 
and import Y1,800,000 from this coun- 
try, are countries with which our com- 
mercial relations are atill in an undeve- 
loped condition and therefore there is 
little need to make tariff convention 
with them. Lastly, the countries con- 
‘ventions with which ia difficalt, thongh 
not imposssible, to make because it is 
diendvantsgeons to them, are Austria, 






((? Australis) British India, the Straits 
Settlements, the Uni States, the 
Phillippines and Hawaii, their exports 


to and imports from this country aggro- 
gating respectively to Y133,000,000 
and Y 156,000,000. 

Of the countries with which there is 
room for conventions, the importa from 
Germany to this country consist mostly 
of manufactured goods, while the bulk 
of our exports to that country consiste 
of raw materials, A convention with 
Germany, therefore, would chiefly bene- 
fit that country, while the cases of its be- 
nefiting this country are very few. A con- 
vention with France, Italy and Canada 
would greatly benefit this ccuntry in many 
instances, as the bulk of our exports to 
those countries consists of manafactured 
goods, but it would be very disadvan- 
tageous to this country, which is ina 
position of an exporting country to those 
countries, to try to make a tariff con- 
vention even at the risk giving rise to 
an anfavourable feeling on their part 
towards this country, With Britain, 
Hongkong, the Netherlands, India and 
Belgium, which are all free trade 
couatries and levy imposts on domestic 
manufactares at the same rate as on the 
imports, there is little necessity to settle 
8 conventional tariff with them in order 
to encourage onr exports, Again, with 
China there is no more necessity for a 
tariff convention as the Chinese import 
daty is limited at the uniform rate of 
5 per cent. As regards the United 
States and other countries they mostly 
export raw material to this country, 
while manufactured goods form tha 
most important item of our exports to 
them, so that a convention with them, 
if made on certain articles, would be 
of great benefit to this county. But 
the United States is not in tl 
of making conv nal tarfffe, and, 
besides this, there is little necessity of 
redacing the customs tariff on the raw 
‘materials such as wheat, petroleum, 
‘cotton, ete., which form the bulk of the 
ost important imports, The same or 
nearly the same is the case with the 
other remaining powers. Thus about 
threefourths of the total volame of ex- 
ports, or about Y.300,000,000 goes 
‘to countries with there is little 
‘or no hope for a convention. The 
volame of exports for which there is 
room for conventions amounts to only 
Y¥.100,000,000 or one-fourth of the 
entire exports. And even with that 
portion there are many cases where 
conveations would be of little advan- 
‘tage to this country Under the 
circumstances then the cases which call 
for tariff conventions are thought to be 
‘very few and after the conclasion of the 
treaty-revision, therefore, the statutory 
tariff will be applied in most cases,

THE PLAGUE IN 
SUFFOLK, 


Daring the past week, said “The 
‘Times of October 31, the number of 
rats killed in the Samford Hundred bas 
been enormous, and it has almost wholly 
been due to private effort, It has been 
practically imporsible for the local 
authority to undertake organized de- 
struction, as most of the ratcatchers 
are men privately engaged. There is 
no doubt that where the hearty co- 
operation of land-owners and farmers 
has been obtained more satisfactory 
results have been secured than could 
otherwise have been the case, The sup- 
posed plague-infected rats a 
tributed over an area of aboat 20,000 
acres, Plagne-infeoted rats are still 
being found. Dr, Heath, bacteriologist 
to Ipswich Hospital, bas found plague 
in seversl brown rats, but until 
two days ago no English black rats 
bad been found; now one which was 
‘sent to him is proved by bacteriological 
tests to be infected with bubonic plagae. 
Seeing what bas already been done 
voluntarily towards the extermination 
of the rats, there is little donbt that if 
all farmers acted in anison the whole 
district might be cleared, Unfortunately 
agricaltarists, who are the greatest 
safferers from the rat scourge, bi 
taken spasmodic action, and.“ neglect, 
‘as one farmer puts it, “is the canse of 
the enormous increase in rate in the 
country districts during the last few 
years, 
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The warnings of medical men as to 
the danger of eating rabbits and bares 
ought, it is argued, to render it possible 
to prevent the exportation from the 
infected district of any rabbits or hares. 
Landowners have stopped the killing 
of rabbits, and as the Great Exatern 
Railway Company are refasing  con- 
signments from any place in the infected 
area it is hoped not only to check but 
to stop the sale,

Bat the feeling contiaued 
to grow, ustil one day all the men 
connected with the brick kilns rose 
and set about burniog down many of 
the mansions of the rich, and especially 
those which were built on foreigo 
models. Meannbile, the officials made 
no attempt to stop these riots, and 
when appealed to are reported to have 
answered “If you wait till the bousee 
are barnt the fires will bec me extinct ; 
if you stand by till your goods are all 
carried away, then the robbiog will 
cease,” Prosoutly the mobs grew 
‘and more threatening, and one 
day there would bave been great 
destraction, but that the old men 
city fathers went down upon thei 
knees io front of the rioters and begged 
them to desist from their project, wbiob 
was that day to cross the river, and 
atteck sundry other houses and 
buildings. Bat though this local check 
was effective for the time the anger 
of the people did not subside. Almost 
immediately they rose agaio and atteck- 
ed the town of Samkong. and it was bere 
that the Missioa chaprls and schools 
wore burnt down, as well os euntry 
other public buildings.

‘Thongh the summer months, and 
in fact the whole period from the ti 
we arrived until the present writi 
bave been unsuitable for addressing 
large audiences, we bave seized whatever 
opportunities presented ia speaking in 
charches on Sanday and at conferences, 
to which we have been invited. 
Altogether, we bave made some fifty 
‘ddresses, We attended an interesting 
Jonoference of the Missionary and 
Christian Alliance, aleo a conference 
called by the Christian Endeavour 
Society to consider the moval and 
religions training of the youth. The 
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very first week we it 

me attended the Aonaal Missionary 
Conference at Clilton Springs. Many 
old friends have been met, but as few 
of these sre among our very wealthy 
people, there has been little showing’ 
for the efforts pat forth. 

‘Allarge part of our time bias been 
devotéd to correspondence. Being con- 
nected with’ no mission" organization, 
and not being deputed to China by 
any organization of this country, but 

_ rather by our orgsnization in Shanghai, 
it bas been necessary for vs to be a kind 
of advance agent, secaring appointments 
for the months that are to come. Al- 

we must have written upwards 
of a thousand letters. We have received 
very many and cordial replies. 
‘We have received some that were some- 
what cool, In the main we must testify 
to the larger interest which is being’ 
taken ia China and Chirese problems, 
both by the press and the general 
public, than was our experience twelve 
yours ago. It has been, however, by 
no means easy to arrange « toor with 
definite appointments, for presenting 
our cause, for which we were sent to this 
country. At present we baye made! 
arrangements, now nearly complete, for 
the next three months. Strange to 
say, the most unfavourable reception 
hhas been by the pastors of the charches, 
‘Tho reason is easy to stato. Missions 
have been 80 completely incorporated in 
the work of the Churob, that any work| 
or organization that'is not definitely 
conngeted with, or endorsed” by, 
missionary society of some denorinatton, 
will likely be ignored, if not opposed. 
‘This does not mean that the work which 
wo have done or our planniog to do 
is viewed with disfavonr, but merely that 
it is not apart of the plans of any 
denomination of Christianity. 

For the next few months arrange- 
menta have been made to give addrestes 
ip different churches, st (hambers of 
Commerce and otber commercial boidies, 
in Colleges and Universitics, and at 
different Women’s Clabs.' This gives: 

| us a wide scope for reaching people, if 
not in our own interest and for the 
good of our own work, at least in 
the interest of Obina and for her 
good. By all these public addrdssce,' 
‘and also by conversation, we itn to 
give needéd information @ to the 
exact situation, and to secure more 
friends for China. 

‘We have to rt the death of one 
of the ‘tnembers of our American Oom- 
mittee, Mr. David A. Monro, one of 
the editors ‘of the “North American 
Review.” He was a man highly réspect- 
ed'by afl who knew him. To us be was 
a faithfal and true friend. He desired: 
the suocess “of onr enterprise and was' 
always ready to co-operate. 

‘We have'adtied two new members to 
the American Committee, General James 
H. Wilsot, who hes visited Chins ‘at 
differtnt “times, and His Excellency 
Chang’ Yin-tang, the Obinese Minister 
at Washington.

‘Tho following is from the “ Peking

Arsembly formed a part of the business

approval of, matters brought before the 
Arsembly, It was explained that be- 
fore the inaugaration of the Assembly, 
the Government issned orders and these 
orders formed the laws of the nation.

The turnover of plaintiff's basisess 
amoanted to some four or five 
million taels per annam, Plaintiff had 
carried on business all these years 
in a regular manner, with credit to 
himself and to the satisfaction of those 
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with whom he had dealt. Pls 
had commanded the reapect of a great 
number of foreigners with whom he bad 
traded and his business was almost 
entirely confined to foreign imports to 
thie place, At the time of the occurrence 
complained of, plaintiff bad to his order 
in Shanghai godowns, cargo to the 
of Tis. 650,000 and obviously such « 
man’s credit was of the greatest im- 
Portance to him. He was entirely 
dependent for the suecessfal carrying 
on of hie business to the extent 
of his credit with the native banks 
and with the persons with whom 
be dealt. In the early part of 
this year he had ao attack of the pre- 

nt epidemic, that form of plague 
‘ch descended on Shanghai at that 
time, namely specalation in robber 
shares, His transactions were conduct- 
ed, counsel believed, through one firm 
of brokers, Messrs. Wingrove and Bar- 
rett, and he was to some extent involved 
in the Jane settlement. Just before 
the settlement Messrs, Wingrove and 
Borrett bed » claim against him of 
‘about Tis, 57,000 for shares which they 
bad purchased for him and they held 
shares to be delivered to him against 
payment of that amount, They held 
twenty-five Langkate, which were of 
considerable value, and 600 rabber 
shares, but it was impossible at the 
time of the settlement to realize any- 
thiog io the way of share property.
